MEMPHIS—(?)—Two Memphis men have homesteaded 1,146 
acres of land within three miles of downtown Memphis. 

The land forms an island in the Mississippi River. The men,

They have been issued what is known as “color deeds” to the 
property. If they confply with all requirements for seven years 
they will qualify for warranty deeds.

While the South struggles with its agri- 
cultural revolution and racial problem, the 
West Coast, which the boosters said dur- 
ing the war was to be the region sure to 
make the greatest progress, finds itself 
confronted with severe problems of its 
own, one of them racial. 

Because it had the most shipyards and 
the most airplane plants, unemployment is 
more widespread there than in any other 
region. Thousands attracted there by the 
climate and the luring, glowing promises, 
are being received coldly and, where pos- 
sible, intercepted with the slogan, “Stay 
East, Young Man, Stay East.” 

The huge war populations, several mil- 
lions of them Negro, have complicated the 
problems. For the time being there is a 
severe dislocation and the Summer is 
pretty sure to see violence in strikes and 
in unemployment problems. The political 
pressures for-increased pensions and serv- 
ices will plague the States, especially Cali- 
fornia, which has an old-age pension plan 
it finds it cannot finance. | 

But, even so, observers see the West 
Coast as emerging from the present stress 
and strain in a stronger position than be- 
fore. This is because there is developing 
a regional sense and a desire to co-operate 
with the mountain States in working out 


Let Them Speak Plainly 


We knew that sooner or later Govern- 
ment gobbledgook, the language spoken 
and written by bureaucrats, was going to 
get somebody into trouble. 


Take, for instance, the word “unem- 
ployable.” In Labor Department lingo this 
word means the subject is incapable of 
employment for physical or other reasons. 
In State Department, Army, FBI and other 
languages it has meant the subject was a 
poor security risk. 


The Army created a furor recently 
when Gordon R. Clapp, Chairman of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, was labeled 
“unemployable” by a junior officer some- 
where down the line. Investigation showed 
the officer didn’t mean to imply at all that 
Mr. Clapp was a poor security risk, but 


a plan. It is significant that most of the 
pressure for additional “New Deal” meas- 
ures is coming out of the West, especially 
in the field of waterways development. 

With their own steel made in near-by 
Utah, with their own oil, their own citrus, 
their own shipping and their own electric 
power, the West Coast seems at least to 
be joining hands with the neighboring 
Western States instead of remaining iso- 
lated in State rivalries. Economists, poli- 
ticlans and planners are watching the 
West. 

The South ought.to learn from that, 
and there are signs we are. The regional 
education plan could be followed by re- 
gional planning in the field of economics. 
There is no reason why State governments 
cannot give up adolescent rivalries to co- 
operate in the development of resources 
and industry. Co-ordination of agricul- 
tural markets, planned specilization in 
crops so as to avoid duplications and ruin- 
ous competition are not too much to come 
out of intelligent planning. 

The sooner a State can begin to think 
across county lines and realize they are 
really unimportant, the sooner all States 
will fare better. The same thing is true 
of regions, especially since our regional 
economies are so different.

A day or two ago virtually the same 
thing happened to Dr. George S. Counts, 
professor of education at Teachers College, 
Columbia University. Dr. Counts is well 
known for his opposition to Communism.

We don’t enjoy doing pieces about the 
Communists, the Kluckers and the other 
organizations which are harmful to Amer- 


ica. But we believe in the eventual asser- 
tion of the common sense of the American 
people and we try to assist that great force 
which has kept us a nation. 


In Birmingham a deputy sheriff was 
found on guard for a klan meeting. We 
all know that the klan gets into police 
forces, sheriff’s forces and into courts. 
Fortunately, unlike the days of the twen- 
ties, few public officials of any standing 
are in the klan today. But they are in our 
minor courts and our police forces. 


We have seen how the Communists

What is the purpose of both? In each 
case they seek to aid, protect and further 
their own organizations.

He is yet to clarify his position with any degree 
of finality After his defeat last November he 
did make some cryptic statement about retiring 
from the political field, but he is yet to announce 
whether he will seek another term es Governor. 
If he should be a candidate to succeed himself 
next year, that would be taken as evidence that 
he still has his eyes on the White House. 


But regardless of what Dewey may do in 
1952, his enemies in the GOP ranks have a feel- 
ing that he may try a comeback some time in the 
future, say in 1956. He is still young enough to 
put off another effort for seven years, if he 
wants to. 


It is somewhat extraordinary how much 
hatred of Dewey has been built up in Repub- 
lican ranks. Those who are determined that 
he shall never run again have not forgiven 
him for losing the last election. They blame 
him for the party’s stunning defeat. Victory 
had been looked on as “in the bag.” It was 
about the most startling upset in American 
political history. 


Since the election Gov. Dewey has been ac- 
cused of doing just about everything wrong. He 
didn’t make a vigorous enough campaign, his 
critics say. He adopted a lofty pose and sought 
to evade the main issues of the day, talking 
over the heads of the people. -He had the com- 
placent air of a sure winner, leaving it to Presi- 
dent Truman to carry the real fight to the 
country. 


Republican congressional leaders are particu- 


larly irked by Mr. Dewey because he did not 


make a more vigorous reply to the President’s 
attack on the Ejightieth Congress, which was 
GOP-controlled. They hold him responsible for 
the wholesale defeat which went to Republican 
congressional candidates. 

Nor do these Republicans want anything fur- 
ther to do with the Dewey machines which have 
functioned in the past two presidential cam- 


paigns. Too much smugness and false efficiency 
is the complaint that is made. 

The first outcropping of the revolt against 
the Dewey leadership in the party came at the 
Omaha meeting of the Republican National Com- 
mittee Jast Winter. It had been a meeting called 
by Chairman Hugh Scott, of the Committee, a 
Dewey man, to discuss ways and means of reha- 
bilitating the party. It ended up with Mr. Scott 
almost being tossed out of his job. Only a few 
votes saved him from being ousted. 

Little harmony has come out of that meeting. 
On the contrary, the fight on Chairman Scott 
seems to epitomize the bitter feeling that has 
grown up against Dewey. Having lost out in 
their fight to oust Scott, the Dewey antis in 
the Republican organization have set about since 
then to reduce his influence in the National Com- 
mittee. Steps already have been taken to have 
the GOP congressional campaign committees 
function independently of the Scott. committee 
in the coming off-year elections. 


The whole thing is aimed at preventing 
Gov. Dewey from making another try at the 
presidential nomination. His enemies would 
kill any remaining influence he has in the 
party, if possible. They are demanding a 

—new deal, with Dewey left out of the shuffle. 
He made too many mistakes, they say. 


Looking at the November election in retro- 
spect, it is possible to see where he did make 
some mistakes, but they were perhaps no worse 
than the general tone of over-confidence shared 
by Republicans generally. The chances are that 
if Dewey had won, -the mistakes he is now ac- 
cused of making would have been hailed as 
,major strokes of strategy. That is the way it 
goes in politics.

I would like to hang my thoughts about 
China out on the line 
To understand what is happening there, one 
must keep in mind the eternal kinship of things. We have a say- 
ing, made popular by our soil conservation people, that all things 
come from the land, 

They are right, too. Quite right. Good soil means more than 
good crops. It means good schools, homes, churches, happiness 
and forward-looking thinking. Poor soil means poor schools, poor 
leadership, poor churches, evil and wicked influences. 

I believe one might create an axiom out of all this and say: 
“Every great revolutionary force is grounded in rural discontent.” 

That’s true in China. What is happening there is rooted in 
rural discontent. The Communists seized on it and have ridden it 
ever since its beginning, giving it direction, color and, finally, 


harnessing it. 
U Now, let’s take our own country. 

) What brought Jefferson to power over Hamilton? It was 
the support of the farmers and small merchants in the areas of the 
new America outside the financial center of Philadelphia and the 
smaller ones that dotted our coast. 

What brought Andrew Jackson to power and enabled him to 
smash the stranglehold of the financial interests? It was the accu- 
mulated rural discontent of farmers and the Western settlers. 

It reas rural discontent which brought on the Populist revolu- 
tion w.th Tom Watson, William Jennings Bryan and others as 
its spokesmen. This was an agrarian, rural revolution, in fact— 
accompanied by bloodshed. It grew out of the rural discontent 
created by the credit system and the rapacity of the banking phi- 
losophy of the time.

: In China the Communists have won. They are going to 
China control China. They just about do. That control is going 
to be Marxist—Lenin Communism as modified and distorted by 

Stalinism. It began as a peasant resistance. This became a revolt. 
The Communists saw it early. They let it go as an agrarian revolt 
until they could train men and women to handle it. 

Even now they leave the leadership to the Chinese, to the amaz- 
ing Mao Tze-tung and his staff. The Soviets have supplied no arms, 
the best evidence indicates, save those of the Japanese Army in 
Manchuria, a huge supply. The incredible and fiction-like cor- 
ruption of the Chiang Kai-shek government let much of the mate- 
rial we sent them as American aid get to the Communists. Our 
Government soon will issue a white paper (analysis and explana- 
tion) of our relationships with Chiang. They have been able to 
supply a Marxist-Stalinist philosophy. The Chinese leadership 
began immediately to treat with the rural discontent. “The Basic 
Agrarian Law” provides for abolition of landlords, public owner- 
ship on a share-and-share-alike* basis and cancellation of all agri- 
cultural debts and mortgages. In the Communist-controlled area, 
before the present great advances, some 10,000,000 peasants have 
been given land. But the population of the area was more than 


50,000,000. 
Shift It is that problem—more population than there is land— 
which makes impossible the agrarian solution of the 
whole problem, just as it makes impossible any easy solution of 
our own. So, the Communist leadership of China is-shifting the 
emphasis to the industrialization of China to take care of the cities 
which become increasingly crowded. That means they will trade 
with anyone having trade; will allow foreigners to assist and 
operate factories and otherwise help them with the job. 
It will mean a greater market for our factories, It will keep our 
people employed. Therefore, we will recognize the Communist 


| government. 


Does it—or does it not—mean that we must take care of hous- 
ing, unemployment and the problems created by our Own agrarian 
Can we afford to let the laws of eco- 
nomics work it out, or must we seek to canalize them? Can we 
refuse public housing aids to those who cannot afford it? What 
is our course in a situation which is affected and influenced by 
what happens in other places in the world? — 

Upon our answers—and their interpretation by Congress—de- 


pends the future of this country.

porters of President Truman’s anti-inflation program and, of course, the President himself, The 


country is in the throes of an immense readjustment from a sellers’ to a buyers’ market. 


This 


means a drop from peak levels of economic activity which were attained while industry was trying to 


catch up with abnormally pent-up demands. 


Things may get worse before they get better 
—that is to say, before any kind of stability is 
achieved. It does not follow that the evidences 
of business recession, reflected in price and pro- 
duction declines, reduced consumer spending and 
rising unemployment signalize the oncoming of 
a serious depression. It is defeatist to think and 
act on such an assumption. Of first importance 
is to keep a sense of proportion by neither mini- 
mizing nor overemphasizing the significance of 
current changes in industrial and trade activity. 

An outstanding example of the prevalent ten- 
dency to exaggerate the importance of statisti- 
cal data bearing on the industrial decline is af- 
forded by the Department of Commerce report 
of a drop in personal income for the fourth 
straight month this year. This was headlined as 
a “sharp” drop.’ Actually, as is clear from an 
examination of it, the drop is very modest. 


Personal incemes in April weré still be- 
ing maintained at an annual rate of 213.7 
billion dollars compared with a rate of 214.6 
billion in March. Thatis a decline of slightly 
more than four-tenths of 1 percent from the 
March annual level—certainly nothing to cre- 
ate alarm. Furthermore, April incomes on 
an annual basis were 2.5 percent higher than 
at the same time last year. although below 
the record rates of the year’s end. 


'$So far, therefore, the evidence at hand shows 


that current incomes are still at extraordinarily 
high levels. There are also large reserves of 
savings in consumer hands that provide support 
for spending of current income—over 200 billion 
dollars, in astronomical fact. Moreover, despite 
reports of rising unemployment that have deep- 
ened the atmosphere of gloom enveloping so 
many business forecasters, more people were 
employed in May than a year ago. Why don’t 
the commentators mention this fact along with 
that of the rising unemployment? Those unable 
to find jobs will be listed as unemployed. Yet, 
even with the unemployed lists lengthened by 
this influx of new job-seekers, the number of 
people employed will no doubt show a seasonal 
increase. 

So long as this country can provide work at 
good wages for 60 million or more people, their 
buying power will sustain a large volume of 
business even though localized unemployment 
may present serious problems to many commu- 
nities. Of course, no one can safely predict what 
the future holds in store. Unemployment, still 
low by comparison with prewar standards, might 
spread, accelerate the downturn in business, and 
lead to a severe depression. But so far there is 
no factual basis warranting predictions that a 
depression is inevitable. Certainly there is more 
reason to be encouraged than alarmed by the cur- 
rent information on personal incomes—informa- 
tion which connotes the existence of general 
prosperity among the nation’s consumers.

# Why Hickenlooper Acts That Way 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa—What makes Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper do the way 


he’s doing? 


His native State and this city—his home town—seem about as puz- 


zled as does Washington about what all may be involved in the Iowa Republican 
Senator’s sudden head-hunting foray for Chairman David E. Lilienthal and the 
Atomic Energy Commission which has attracted national attention. 


In that campaign it becomes clear from a 
survey here, he will face a battle, both in the 
primary from dissident Republicans and, if he 
survives that, in the general election from Demo- 
crats who are eager and thirsting for new con- 
quests after their victory here last November. 


But why this issue? Why not something 
more simple and more appealing here? Farm- 
ers here were disappointed when the Sena- 
tor took the post as chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy Gommittee in 
the Eightieth Republican Congress, which’ 
seemed to have nothing to do with their prob- 
lems, and that is cited here among factors 
contributing to a drop in the Senator’s popu- 
larity. That may explain why he got a place 
on the Senate Agriculture Committee in the 
present Democratic Congress. 


The Senator’s friends privately are frankly 
disturbed about his crusade against Dave Lilien- 
thal because of the criticism heaped upon him 
for his showing thus far on his charges of “in- 
credible mismanagement” in a government 
agency so important to the nation. If he estab- 
lishes a case—and some of his friends insist he 
will—he might help himself politically to an 
extent. But if he flops it certainly will hurt him 
politically. 

It is common knowledge that the private utili- 
ties have been fighting Dave Lilienthal for years 
because of his successful direction of the great 
public power project embraced in TVA 


The utilities in this State are, like those else 
where, bitterly opposed to Mr. Lilienthal. Some 
of their key figures are friends and political ad- 
visers of Sen. Hickenlooper, including Sutherland 
C. Dows, President of Iowa Electric Light and 
Power Company, and Harold J. Rowe, advertising 
man with utility clients, both of whom live here 
in the Senators’ home town. They have taken a 
lively interest in the Senator’s career and con- 
sult with him from time to time. 


He ignores their counsel on occasion. They 
protested to him when Mr. Lilienthal’s nomina- 
tion as AEC chairman was before his committee 
and the Senate. He told them they could send 
representatives to the committee to voice their 
objections. But the utilities generally then de- 
cided to keep out of the fight publicly, ostensibly 
as a matter of public relations, and so the Iowa 
utilities sent no one to Washington to testify 


against Mr. Lilienthal. Sen. Hickenlooper sup- 
ported the nomination—largely on the ground of 
expediency, it is said here, that the AEC should 
get started without too much delay. The fight 
over Mr. Lilienthal’s confirmation, it may be 
recalled, lasted 10 weeks. « 

But Sen. Hickenlooper was never really for 
Dave Lilienthal, according to the view here. It 
may. be remembered that, while the Iowa Sena- 
tor was chairman of the Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee, the Republican Senate in the Eightieth 
Congress knocked out the system of staggered 
terms for members of the AEC, under which 
Mr. Lilienthal had an appointment for five years, 
and limited them to two years. This meant that 
the terms of all five members, including the 
chairman, would expire June 30, 1950, and, as 
then thought certain, under a Republic adminis- 
tration in Washington. 

The current campaign against Chairman 
Lilienthal is generally regarded as an attempt 
to prevent his reappointment next June. 


Mr. Rowe told this reporter that Sen. 
Hickenlooper acted on his own in bringing 
his case against Mr. Lilienthal and that the 
utilities had nothing to do with it. Utility in- 
fluence, then, would be such as the Senator, 
himself, might translate into action through 
his own attitude on the issue involved, in 
which the view of friends and advisers might 
logically be expected to have had weight 
through the years, though there was no 
prompting in this instance. 


The Senator’s re-election campaign is compli- 
cated and to an extent endangered by mild revo- 
lutions that occurred in both political parties in 
the last campaign and election, indicating uncer- 
tainty and ferment which no incumbent views 
with complacency. 

But, even if Sen. Hickenlooper weathers the 
primary—and odds now are that he will—his 
troubles won’t be over. Democrats, who elected 
a Senator—Guy C. Gillette—last November and 
carried the State for President Truman, expect 
to put up a real battle again Republicans. Most 
prominently mentioned among Democrats is Un- 
der-Secretary of Agriculture Albert J. Loveland, 
who became well known among farmers as State 
AAA Administrator and is well regarded by 
labor. Because of good Democratic prospects, 
others will be attracted into what is expected to 
be a warm contest.

WASHINGTON—Now I don’t know what to think about the price of pork chops. 


They’re up 


again, as you may have noticed, President Truman says he still expects Congress to pass the Bran- 
nan (Charles F.) Bill, whereby we’d pay part of our grocery bills to the storekeeper and part to the 


Collector of Internal Revenue, 


ones, and nobody would suffer except possibly the taxpayer. 


The consumer would get lower prices, the farmer would get higher 


If a consumer happened also to be a 


taxpayer, he’d presumably end up about where he was in the first place. 


The trouble seemed to be that nobody was 
listening to Mr. Truman. One of his chieftains 
on Capitol Hill said privately that he doubted 
whether Congress would get around to voting 
on the Brannan Bill. . 


And then came the big, bold Secretary of 
Agriculture, himself, to the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee to plead not for passage of 
his bill, but only for that part of it as per- 
tains to pigs. He immediately ran _ into 
trouble. Some of those Senators grow pigs, 
themselves. And they all eat pork chops 
when they can afford ’em. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, of Vermont, thought it 
was odd that in March Brannan asked the farm- 
ers, please, to grow more pigs and a month 
later asked for special authority to control their 

rice. 
r Brannan said he was operating under the 
theory of abundance. There is so much corn on 
hand that this country needs more hogs to eat 
it. If this results in too many hogs, more people 
should eat more pork chops. They will, too, he 
said, if the price drops drastically at the butcher's. 

Sen. Edward J. Thye, of Minnesota, said no- 
body was more interested than him in what the 
Government does about pigs; he’s got a pen of 
them fattening now for market. Only trouble, 
he said, is that somehow the price of bacon 
doesn’t skid as rapidly as the price of hogs on 
the hoof. 

Brannan said he thought that if hogs went 
down, so would pork, and that brought on some 
wonderment by Sen, Spessard L. Holland, of 
Florida. 


If pork drops in price under the Brannan 
scheme, he said, then so will beef. And the 
Treasury Department wouldn’t be slipping the 
cattle growers any subsidies on the side. Not 
fair, he said. . 

Brannan retorted that his historians had 
been reading upon the subject and had discov- 
ered that frequently the price of beef had no 
relation whatever to the price of pork. In any 
event, he said, this country’s going to be con- 
fronted with a literal mountain of pork this 
Fall. The price, he predicted, will skid prompt- 
ly to the support level of $16.50 per hundred 
pounds, and unless he gets his subsidy scheme 
approved, he’ll have 6 buy a couple of hundred 
million dollars’ worth of pork under the present 
price-support law. What he’d do with all that 
meat he shudders to think. Such a purchase, he 
said, wouldn’t bring down the cost of eating; 
it merely would hold up the price of pigs. 


As for pork prices now, they’ve been 
climbing steadily lately, but Brannan doesn’t 
expect this to last. Another couple of 
months, he figures, and we'll be in the grease. 


Only one thing is sure: No matter what it 
costs, bacon -isn’t going to be rationed. Another 
thing might help: A campaign to persuade the 
drugstore chefs of this nation to put some ham 
in their ham sandwiches. This the Agriculture 
Department has taken under advisement, it 
assures me, and if—some happy day—you get 
a thick wedge of ham in your sandwich, I'll ac- 
cept the bows.

proposes calmly that the Post Office Department be taken out of politics. 


Office brings the automatic thought of Jim Farley, 
Nevertheless, the Hoover Commission quietly suggests that:

a. The Postmaster General should not be an 
official of a political party, such as Chairman of 
its National Committee. 

b. All Postmasters should be career men, chos- 
en by the Department itself after consultation 
with the leading citizens of each town—not sub- 
ject to confirmation by the United States Senate. 


As for the Postmaster General, the Commis- 
sion would have him remain a Cabinet officer, 
appointed by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. But he would be relieved of detail 
work on day-by-day operations of the Depart- 
ment and would have his time free to decide 
general policies. 


Working directly under the Postmaster 
General would be a sort of first mate or 
executive officer, taking care of the details. 
He would be called the Director of the Posts. 
“He should be an experienced executive,” the 
Commission’s report says, “preferably chosen 
from the service. He would be the operating 
head of the Post Office.” This Director of 
Posts would be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate, but, as the 
formal language goes, “without term”—that 

manent basis. 


The Commission says there are actually 
22,000 Post Office people whose appointments 
are now political—out of 470,000 persons em- 
ployed. These are the first, second and third 
class postmasters, plus a few top officials. They 
must be picked from lists of qualified candi- 
dates approved by the Civil Service Commission. 
The system keeps out obvious incompetents, but 
the political party in power still picks the post- 
master. The Hoover Commission wants the 
Department itself to pick the best man and be 
done with it. Confirmation by the Senate would 
be abolished. 

The Commission wants the Post Office to 
adopt more modern business methods by com- 
ing under the provisions of the Government Cor- 
poration Control Act of 1945. Actual incorpora- 
tion is considered unnecessary, but the Post 
Office would be put under the provisions for a 
business form of budget, accounting and audit, 
with more flexibility of management. The re-

port says this would save eonsiderable money. 

There are 900 pages of detailed laws and 
regulations on postal operations. They are con- 
sidered too rigid, too minute, too restrictive of 
changes to meet changing business conditions. 
The Commission wants the laws and regulations 
simplified. 

Another major recommendation would decen- 
tralize the Post Office’s work into 15 regions, 
under Regional Directors of Posts and District 
Superintendents. This is meant to lighten the 
burden on the Department in Washington and 
to allow more local flexibility. 


The service is used to hide certain sub- 
sidies. In most of the recent years the Post 
Office has operated at a loss. But some serv- 
ices show a profit. In 1948, the first class 
mails, some kinds of foreign mails and the 
postal savings system made profits. The gen- 
eral deficit was $310,000,000, which amounted 
to 22 percent of the revenues. The expected 
deficit for this year is $500,000,000. 


The Hoover Commission does 
with some of the subsidies. It leaves to Con- 
gress the decision on the first, second, third and 
fourth class mails. Rates on them may be fixed, 
not to make money, but to enable the people of 
the country to get information or services. 

The Commission says, however, that the Post 
Office furnishes various other services only to 
certain groups and the general taxpayer ought 
not to have to pay for them. The Commission 
recommends that Congress authorize the Post- 
master General to set rates for registered mail, 
insured mail, money orders, postal notes, postal 
cards, special delivery and collect-on-delivery
